St. Petersburg Authorities Mani- 
fest Confidence That When. the 
Proper Time Arrives the Enemy 
Will be Crushed—Reply to Hay 
Soon to be Ready.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—[ By At- 
lantic Cable.}] The rigid censorship tm- 
posed here upon all news from the Far 
East completely masks the movements 
of Russian troops and the plans of 
those in command; but what is, being 
done is evidently satisfactory to the 
authorities here, as they manifest the 
utmost confidence that when the proper 
time arrives the enemy will be crushed. 
They say that the preliminary sea vic- 
tories of the Japanese will then be 
speedily forgotten. Russia was taken 
unawares at the outset, and some lit- 
tle time will be required to complete 
the mobilization of Russian troops. 
There will be no disposition to meet 
the evident wish of the Japanese to 
rus® matters to a decision. “Russia 
can afford to wait,” is a common ex- 
pression heard here, and time and pa- 
tience always have been strong allies 
of the Emptre of the North. 
At Port Arthur today the thermom- 
eter registered 2 deg. below zero. The 
concentration of ‘Russian troops will 
proceed as rapidly as possible, but it 
is fair to assume that Viceroy Alexieff 
will not take the aggressive until he 
feels certain of his ability to adminis- 
ter a decisive defeat. Therefore, in 
spite of the extensive landing opera- 
tions of the Japanese in Korea, an im- 
portant land fight is not considered 
here to be imminent, although it is 
believed that the passage of the Yalu 
River by the Japanese will be disputed.

DR. HALE’S ADDRESS. 

““Phose who knew him best, loved him 
most. And those who knew him little 
loved him much. 

“You speak of no one else as you go 
and come in these days: and this is the 
impression which is made, say on a 
man like me, almost a str@nger to him 
personally. I knew him very little, and 
I have felt his power and charm. There 
are a hundred men who are hearing 
me better fitted than I am to describe 
him or to account for his power. But 
I think they would all have to recog- 
nize the promptness, the intensity of 
thought and action which comes when 
a man's heart is engaged—the energy 
and success of a man who does what he 
loves to do, what he wants to do, what 
he ought to do because he loves it, be- 
cause he believes in it, because he lives 
not for himself, but for those whom he 
so giadly serves.

among whom he had lived loved the 
Lord, their God, with all their hearts 
and with all their mind, but they did 
not love him with all their strength.

Many persons who had occupled the 
galleries during the service left the 
Capitol building with apparent re- 
luctance. It waa not generally known 
that the remains were not to lie in 
state and @s soon as the people were 
dismissed a crush occurred around the 
Senate chamber doors by reason of 
the large number seeking admission to 
gaze for the last time on a face known 
widely and loved by all. The order to 
clear the galleries was given, how- 
ever, and within an hour the chamber 
and galleries had been closed against 
the public. The remains were left a! 
rest in the closed chamber, surrounded 
b. the floral offerings and under a 
guird of Capitol police.

The other day two 
Americans came out of a hotel in To- 
kio and started for a morning walk. 
Before they had gone far they discov- 
ered that they were followed. Both 
were husky men and they gave the spy 
a merry chase for an hour. en they 
brought him back to the hotel, and 
‘while one kept him occupled the other 
went into the hotel and got an inter- 
preter. Then they demanded to know 
what he meant by following them. 
There wag an exciting debate between 
the interpreter and the other, then the 
interpreter said: “He says he is from 
the country and has never been in To- 
kio before in his life. You are the first 
foreigners he has ever seen, and he 
was so much interested in your man- 
ner and your dress and your talk that 
he followed you. He meant .no offense 
and asks your pardon.” 

But all the time war preparations go 
on rapidly. There is no question that 
the Japanese authorities know exactly 
what they have to do to beat Russia. 
Their military information ig wonder- 
ful. When they went to war with China 
ten years ago they not only knew the 
character of their enemy; they krfew 
the topography of the country over 
which they expected to fight and they 
knew the coridition and equipment of 
the Chinese troops. It is not too much 
to say that they are now prepared 
against the Russians “ully as well as 
against the Chinese, if ut better. They 
know as well as the Russians how 
many Muscovite troops there are in 
Manchuria and Eastern Siberia, and 
where they are stationed. Ever since 
the Russianization of Manchuria be- 
gan the Japanese have locked forward 
to the time when they would fixht, and 
have prepared for it. They have stud- 
ied the country In minute deta!l. Their 
maps show the result -of this wcrk. In- 
dividual huts and clumps of trees are 
shown. Their knowledge of the ter- 
rain !s complete. It is doubtful {f the 
Russians themselves are as well in- 
formed as to the topography of the 
battle ground, be !t Manchuria or Ko- 
rea, as the Japanese. For some years 
there have been in the neighborhood of 
19,000 Japanese in Manchuria and 30,000 
In Korea. Nearly every one of them 
has been a source of !nformation to the 
military authorities here, and not a 
few of them have been inilitary raen in 
one guise or another. 


SPIES IN ROLE OF SERVANTS. 


With false pigtails and in Chinese 
dress they have worked as servants 
for Russians, understanding and not- 
ig every word their masters said. It 
is an advantage the Russians can 
never havé Their bulk absolutely 
prevents them from undertaking any 
such secret work with the Japanese 
and they are forced to rely upon Chi- 
nese for spies or upon the very few 
renegade Japanese they have been 
able to find, with the added difficulty 
that such Japanese are almost as well 
known to their own government as 
to the Ruésians. 

In the preparation of their war 
maps the Japanese have a way of 
of making them first on a rather small 
scale, showing a large field of opera- 
tions.

It is proo- 
able that since the estimate was 
published the Russians had brought 
forward all the reinforcements they 
could, but the limitations of  thetr 
transportation make it doubtful if 
such reinforcements have exceete4 
40,000.

It is idle to speculate upon what the 
movements of the army will be when 
once war is begun. Sooner or later, 
nowever, Korea will undoubtedly be 
occupied. Russia cannot prevent that. 
The Japarese have the inestimable ad- 
vantage of a well-protected interior 
line of communication with Korea. 
From Moji to Fusan it is only a night's 
steaming. Midway lies Tsushima, with 
its great fortifications. Flanked on 
either side by the Japanese ships the 
Russians would have to exert their en- 
tire naval strength to force the pas- 
sage to get at the Japanese transports, 
and it Joes not seem likely that they 
would risk such an engagement. It is 
popularly believed here that the first 
move will be naval. Th: Japanese 
have forbidden newspaper men to ac- 
company the first operations, either 
naval or land, and have issued very 
etringent regulations the 
case. Commanders of naval! stations 
or of fleets are empowered to estab- 
lish what are termed strategical sea 
ureas, into which no ship may com 
vithout permission. The captain who 
endeavors to enter such an  aré 
against the wish of the commande: 
may be sent back in charge of an 
armed © vesse! and imprisoned and 
fined. 

SPLENDID NAVAL SYSTEM. 

One great advantage the Japancs: 
navy has ie of inestimable value. There 
are three great units—the battleship 
squadron, the armored-cruiser squad. 
ron and the cruiser squadroa. For 
months each squadron has been ma- 
neuvering by itself, with frequent 
grand maneuvers embracing the en- 
tire navy. At the naval station at 
Takeeshiki, in Tsushima, twenty tor- 
pedo vessels have been practicing i: 
one flotilla. The result is that every 
officer of every vessel knows not on! 
what his own ship will do under an} 
given circumstance, but also what 
every other ship will do. That intri- 
cate and valuable bit of naval infor- 
mation, the helm angle of each ship, 
is matter of common knowledge. Tne) 
can maneuver as well in the dark as 
in the light, and if a ship is transferred 
from one squadron to another she but 
comes back to old mates who know 
her well and.no new drill is required 
to fit her to the new conditions. More- 
over, all the ships are in Oghting con- 
dition. On paper Ruesia is nearly if 
not quite as strong as Japan. In bat- 
tleships she is one if mot two units 
stronger. In armored cruisers she does 
not compare. In cruisers she is ap- 
proximately as strong, but in torpedo:

MATTERS OF HISTORY. 
LEADING UP TO CRISIS. 
TOKIO, Jan. 30.—To understand fully 
the critical situation in which Japan 
now finds herself one must go back 
into her history for many years. Un- 
doubtedly Russia's action in depriving 
her of the fruits of her victory over 
the Chinese in the war of 1894-5 has 
done much to crystallize among the 
Japanese _ the hatred which now 
longs to d expression in armed ac- 
tion. But the ultimate cause lies much 

deeper. 

For 2000 years Japan has been inti- 
mately associated with or concerned in 
Korea. Many of her people came from 
the Hermit Kingdom. Her instruction 
in the Buddhist religion was given by 
Koreans. The beginnings of her civ- 
jligation were Korean. Subsequently, 
when she outgrew her preceptor, she 
conquered Korea and enforced tribute. 
Now she is the mentor and Korea the 
pupil. In sentiment and in religion 
their ties are strong. Japan feels that 
if there is to be any development of 
the Korean peninsula in the ways of 
modern civilization, {!t must come 
through her agency. Moreover, a mat- 
ter of military necessity, the very life 
of the nation depending upon it, Korea 
must either be preserved in her integ- 
rity and independence or come under 
Japanese influence completely, if not 
into Japanese possession. 

PRESS OF POPULATION. 
But ag long ago 4s 1882 the watchful 
Japanese saw Russia beginning to 
move toward Korea. Even then she 
realized what that might mean, and 
she warned Russia that there must be: 
no encroachment by her upon the Ko- 
rean peninsula. Russia samiled and 


disclaimed in the usual way. Even 
then Japan was beginning to feel the 
ess of increasing population.

On the con- 
trary, it is rotten and corrupt as the 
governing class behind it. I say that 
Russia is not entitled to attempt the 
redemption of an Asiatic people. She 
does not mean to do it. Her interest is 
purely sel 

It ig a confiict of civilizations. Ko- 
rea will either fall under the slow mov- 
ing Russian or come under the influ- 
encé of the active Japanese. For Japan 
it means much more than for Russia; 
but the Japanese statesmen realize that 
even if they win in the war their relief 
will be but temporary. Korea, with its 
8,000,000 or 10,000,000 people, is only 
half as large again as Nebr Yet 
they call it thinly settled. Open to un- 
restricted Japanese immigration it will 
afford relief for but a few years at the 
most. In climate and goll it is suitable 
for the Japanese. When it is occupied 
there is nothing in sight beyond. 

This is a curious difference between 
the Japanese public and private declar- 
ations concerning Korea. Publicly they 
profess to desire the preservation of tae 
integrity and independence of the 
peninsula. Privately they admit that 
the destiny of Korea is absorption by 
Japan. They realize that its occupa- 
tion by them can no longer be delayed, 
and whether there is war with Russia 
or not that will occur very soon.

Under this clause Chase demanded 
the return of $40 upon each of his two 
contracts, but the company not only 


officers, that Chase would not be en- 
titled to receive or recover the money 
for at least six years. 

PAYER TAKES CHANCES. 

In commenting upon this concern, 
Justice Pierce says that, ‘While 
claiming to be an ‘Equitable Building 
and Trust Company, to aid men in 
buliding homes, and for the loaning of 
money; when closely examined, it seems 
to be a part of a scheme, or sort of 
endless chain, by which men are to 
have the privilege of paying in the 
sum of $5 per month for a period of 
20) months, and at the end of that 
time, or at a time before the termina- 
tion of the ful! period, as the corpora- 
tion may determine, shall receive 
$1000. In other words, the party who 
pays the money continuously takes all 
the chances of its existence, its sol- 
vency, and its responsibility for sixteen 
years and eight months,.and also pays 
the company the sum of $85 for taking 
care of his $1000 during the said 200 
months.” 

The court holds that the clause 
quoted, and under which a return of 
money was asked, was inserted merely 
to blind investors, and delude them 
into the belief that they could re- 
ceive back all the money they had paid 
in, less 40 cents a month, on each $5 
payment, whenever they got tired of 
their investment. 
The Equitable Building and Trust 
Company started as a partnership, but 
last year blossomed out as a corpora- 
tion, with the same persons as officers 
and directors as had controlled the 
partnership. Justice Pierce draws at- 
tention to the peculiar fact that no 
bullding has ever been done by the cor- 
poration, no money has ever been 
loaned or invested for the purpose of 
building, and that there are now only 
517 stockholders remaining out of a 
former alleged membership of 1609. 
and that all the business done has 
heen to receive the money of the men 
and women who entered into the con- 
tracts, without any security whatever 
aside from the mere assurances of the 
officers of the company that their 
money would be returned. 

_IN BAD COMPANY. 
In considering the case. Justice 
Pierce, in semi-facetious estyle, aske 
himeelf this conundrum: “When shall 
a man receive the amount pald by him 
Into the maturity fund?" Then he pro- 
ceeds to study it out, whether it is 
at the end of six years, as Chase was 
told; at the end of 200 months, or at 
some time farther in the distant fu- 
ture. He takes cognizance, of the fact. 
too, that the officers stated on the 
witness stand that there is*a lot of 
money in the treasury—tncreasing at 
the rate of $2585 every month. and that 
this forms part of the maturtiy fund, 
from which Chase is entitled to have 
his claim paid. 
“He does not aseail the contracts for 
fraud or misreprerentation,” says the 
court, In adverting to the narrow tech- 
nical point raised. “but demands that 
the plain intent of the contracts shall 
be carried out. These contracts were 
made. prepared and arranged wholly in 
behalf of the defendant. and it is a 
well-recognized rule of law that all 
such contracts ahould be construed 
strongly against the party who pre- 
pares them. and claims the construc- 
tion In his behalf. If such a construc- 
tion, as is claimed by the defendant 
should prevail. I think it would be of- 
fering a premium for the perpetration 
of a grossa fraud upon the public. It 
would stand upon a plane with the 
many peculiar kind of organizations 
known as ‘get-rich-quick’ concerns— 
organized solely for the purpose of get- 
ting money out of confiding Iinvest- 


'ors, impressing them with the idea 


that the lapres of other subscribers 
would not only have a tendency to but 
would insure the repayment of the 
money invested in a very short time, 
and with exhorbitant Interest.” 
LEGALITY DOUBTED. 

The court gives a final shot at the 
“Equitable” outfit when he says that 
if it is indeed a “benevolent codper- 
ative company to aid poor men to 
bulld homes,” then every consideration 
of decency and justice requires that it 
shall obey the law. The section of the 
act governing bullding and loan asso- 
sociations is quoted. It provides that 
stockholders desiring to withdraw from 
any association shall have the power 
to do so by giving thirty days’ notice 
and at the end of that time shall be 
entitled to receive the full amount 
paid in. 

“This provision is concluBive,” says 
Justice Pierce, “and binding upon the 
defendant, and no subterfuge of con- 
struction of its own one-sided contract

JAPAN CALLS FOR SPUDS OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Local Consumers Must Pay More, 
but Cash Will Flow to Ranchmen's 
Coffers — California Hens Force 
Return of Eggs East. 


Better plant spuds. 

Among the good things coming to 
Southern California as a result of 
the ill wind that is blowing up a gale 
in the Orient, is a royal potato 
masb. 

The demand for spuds got in the 
wind at the first breeze and came 
bowling along the Japan Stream 
striking this Coast first at San Fran- 
cisco. 

One firm up there secured from the 
Japanese a contract to furnish them 
with 80,000 crates of potatoes a 
month, before hostilities began. This 
is only one reason for the boom in 
the potato market, but it is a pointer 
for all growers who now have their 
spuds in the ground. The demand 
will continue long after the close of 
the war, the supply on hand being 
exhausted by the drain from the seat 
of war. 

The firm that secured the con- 
tract from the Japanese government

the local markets that prices will 
continue in the air, and while it will 
cause the local consumer to pay more 
for the staple article of produce it 
will also redound to the benefit of 
the grower, who is certain to find a 
strong demand at best prices. 

Speaking of the demand for potatoes 
in the !ocal market it is asserted that 
the consumption in this city is fifty 
per cent. more than it was four years 
ago, when our population was 192,000, 
and is a reasonable pointer in sup 
port of the claim that there are now 
in the city 150,000 souls. 

VICTORY FOR LOCAL HENS. 

There has been an interesting com- 
plication in the egg market, too, al- 
though it has not the remotest con- 
nection with the war, beyond the Pa- 
cific. Lent and the demand for eggs 
without taint brought it about. 

In the middle of January there were 
tn cold-storage in this city 2200 cases 
of eggs, shipped from Kansas City-- 
a bulk equal to five end a-half car- 
loads. About that time the California 
hens got their blood up and set up a 
live opposition to the Eastern ship- 
pers, with the result that local eggs 
fell to 22% cents a dozen 

Against that kind of opposition the 
cold-storage hen fruit was not to be 
thought of, and realizing that the loss 
must be very great the jobbors shipped 
two carloads back for sale in the Chi- 
cago market. Ranch eggs continue 
to keep the local market supplied and 
there is no demand for the packed 
ones, and the remainder in storage 
are now shipped back to Kansas City, 
where the prices are such as to war- 
rant the double transportation, as 
even then the lose will be less than 
it would he if they were sold here. 

With the beginning of-—Lent there 
is an increased demand for fresh 
eggs and no other kind will go. The 
rains, with consequent had roads, 
will canse a temporary retarding of 
the supply but when’ they do come 
they wiil come with a rush, and the 
price wiil inevitably fall, probably to 
as low as 16 cents. Such a figure 
would be positively fatal to any that 
might remain in cold-storage and 
viewing the situation from this stand- 
point the remainder of the January 
supply is being sent back. 

April eggs are already contracted 
for in Kensas City at 15 cents. which 
is one cent more than was paid for 
the same crop last year and three 
cents more than has been paid for 
several years previously. 


_ BOOZER ROBBED.

TO SAVE HIS 


Goes to Colorado. 


quest of His Bondsmen, 


of Aiding Defaulter. 


To clear his name of the stain of 
an embeztiement charge, Charles G. 
Smith of Anaheim started back to 
Colorado Springs last night to stand 
trial for the alleged aiding and abet- 
ting of a defaication of $30,000. 
Smith's return to Colorado was vol- 
untary, but was taken after receiving 
a telegram from his bondsmen ask- 
ing him to return. 

The trial of Smith, who was for- 
merly City Clerk of Colorado Springs, 
will come vp next Tuesday in that 
city, and with its conclusion the final 
chapter in 4 municipal embezzlement 
case, famous in the Centennial) State, 
will be brought to a close. For three 
years the charge against Smith has 
been hanging in the Colorado courts 
but the case has never been brought 
to trial vecause of political dif- 
ferences Paso county, Colo. 

THIRTY THOUSAND DEFAULT. 

The defaication was directly charged 
against Moses T. Hale, City Treasurer 
of Colorado Springs, for many years, 
and- resulted in the despoliation of 
three happy homes of prominent men 
and a tremendous political sensation 
in the State. Hale and Smith had 
long had tne confidence of the peo- 
ple of the Vike’s Peak region and for 
nearly tweive years had held the po 
sitions of treasurer and clerk. Both 
men stood high in club and social 
circles and not a breath of suspicion 
had touched them until an expert 
made a report on the condition of the 
city affairs and the startling an- 
nouncement was made that the treas- 
urer was short about $30,000. Then 
the discovery was made that many 
prominent politicians had used Hale 
as a catspaw in their systematic ef- 
forts to loot the public treasury. 
Smith's accounts were all right but 
it was claimed he had aided and abet- 
ted Hale in the defalcation. 

LOST IN MINING VENTURES. 
Investigation showed that Hale's 
speculations Ceyered a period of sev- 
eral years and that he had used large 
sums of the city’s money, aleo bis 
entire private fortune, in mining ven- 
tures. Those were the “great days” 
of Cripple Creek mining stocks and 
Hale's political friends had induced 
him to advance money in all direc. 
tions. When Hale's trial came up his 
brother, Willard Hale of Newburyport, 
Mass., came out and bankrupted him- 
self paying the entire amount. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the city 
was reimbursed, Hale was brought to 
trial and sentenced to serve five years, 
but sentence was suspended. | 
Charlies G. Smifh came to Los An- 
geles several months ago to make this 
city his home and purchased a place 
near Anahzim. He says he is en- 
tirely innocent of any connection with 
the Hale cefalcation and that the en- 
tire matter of the prosecution is due 
to the ep nity of former political 
friends in Colorado. He says he has 
no fear of the final outcome and that 
he is glad to go back and have the 
affair settled.

LOS ANGELES COLONISTS DOING 
| WELL IN HAWAII. | 


Next Year's Croo of “Pines” on 
Waiaihi Plantation Estimated at 
a Round Million—Direct Steamer 
Transportation Wanted. . 


A million pineapples is what 4 col- 
Ohly of Los Angeles and Pasadena 
people now in Hawaii expect to har- 
vest next year. They will market 
300,000 or 400,000 “pines” this year and 
the fruit is of an exceptionally fine 
quglity, says William M. Langton, edi- 
tor of the Paradise of the Pacific, a 
monthly. journal published in Hono- 
lulu. 

Mr. Langton, who was formerly en- 
gaged in the publishing business in 
this city, is at present visiting friends 
here and incidentally booming the isl- 
ands which are his adopted home. 
He says nearly all the Southern Call 
fornians there are doing well, espe 
clally the members of the Walathi 
Colony which is made up of former 
citizens of Los Angeles and Pasadena. 
Foremost among them are Mr. Thom-. 
as, former editor of the 
Cultivator, and Mr. Clark who 
many years was a leading nurseryman 
of Pasadena. 

The Waiaih! plantations are in the 
island of Oahu about twenty 
from Honolulu, and the luscious 
apples raised there find a ready mar- 
ket in San Francisco. 

Mr. Langton is putting in part of 
his time here In agitating for a di- 
rect steamer service between San Pe- 
dro and Honolulu. He feels coné- 
dent that if such a service were once 
established a great part of the 
commerce which now goes to 
Francisco would be carried on 
Los Angeles. He thinks also that a 
great many more tourists would visit; 
the islands if there was «a direct 
steamer line from Southern California 
to Honolulu, the Philippines, Australia 
and ports of the Orient. 

Mr. Langton is of the opinion that 


Hawall and Southern California, and 
divert a great deal of the traffic :hat 
now passes through the port of San 
Francisco, to San Pedro. 

“We have to pay 5 cents apiece for 
your oranges in Honolulu,” sald Mr, 
Langton.

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TO CLEAR TITLE 
OF DAMSITE 
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Government Decides to Pay 


Off, Doubtful Claim. 
\Plans of Tempe Company for 
Developing W ater. 


(Well-known Character of 
Phoenix Crushed to Death.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Feb. 16.—An unof- 
ficial report from Washington tells 
‘that the officials of the Geological Sur- 
vey have agreed on the payment of 
hegpe to Mann Brothers of New York, 
to clear the title of the Tonto Bas :n 
'damsite from the claims of the Hudson 
Reservoir and Canal Company. This 
corporation originally was headed by 
Wells Hendershott, a Phoenix lawyer, 
who managed to spend something over 
$100,000 of other people's money on the 
enterprise before he was compelled to 
relinquish his control. His plans were 
for the irrigation of entirely new land, 
lying east of Mesa, and he sold a large 
number of water rights, to be used 
— lands in that vicinity. The Hen- 
dershott dam was to have been about 


halt a mile above the site selected by 


government's engineers, and was 
ne of those rejected on account of 
the relative depth to bedrock. Hender- 
shott had had the reservoir basin 
platted and had maintained offices of 
magnitude in Phoenix. No. work had 
been done to hold the franchise for 
several years past, yet it is understood 
that the Secretary of the Interior has 
decided that the Hudson Company's 
claims, now held by Mann Brothers, 
ee valid till October, 1905. Rather than 
wait till that time arrives and to 
‘avoid possible litigation, it has been 
dec.ded to make the payment of $40,- 
000. The original claim against the gov- 
jernment, preferred by the Manns, was 
for $100,000. 
Arthur Powell Davis, engineer in 
charge of the Tonto work, has been 
fn Washington for two months past, 
will return in a fortnight, with all 
arranged in the way of preliminaries 
jfor the actual work of construction. 
has been no change of plans in 
the determination to manufacture the 
cement for the dam on the ground, 
‘and work on the cement mill is being 
‘pushed. But it is probable. that the 
manufacture will be turned over to 
private enterprises, as possibly cheaper 
than the operation of the mill by the 
construction engineers. As much of 
the work as possible is to be given out 
under contract. 
WELLS FOR TEMPE COMPANY. 
A majority of the farmers owning 
Jjand under the Tempe Canal refused 
to join the Salt River Valley Water 
Users’ Association and participate in 
the cost and benefits of the Tonto. Ra- 
sin reservoir. One of thefr objections 
was that under the contract they might 
be compelled to use pumped water in 
lieu af the river flow. A change of 
heart has taken place on this point. 
Inder plans prepared by T. 8. Smith 
of Los Angeles, the Tempe Canal Com- 
pany is preparing to sink ten wells 
near the rivér, a short distance from 
the canal head, and to install a pump- 
ing plant to cost $50,000 and to supply 
10068 inches of water in times of need. 
It is possible a 2000-inch plant will be 
built, at a cost of about $88,000. Near 
the site of the new wells the Mesa Con- 
solidated Canal Company is now suc- 
cessfully operating pumps, driven, cu- 
riously enough, by power supplied by 
the water of the Tempe Canal, con- 
Gucted over a thirty-foot bluff, the 
power secured being enough as well 
for the lighting of the towns of Tempe 
and Mesa and for two great pumping 
plants out on the plain to the south- 
‘ward, eight miles distant.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 

Michael Scanian, aged 68, was crushed 
to death yesterday afternoon under the 
wheels of one of the cars of the Phoe- 

ix Street Railway Company. The ac- 
cident, which was witnessed by hun- 
dreds, was attended with the most sick- 
ening circumstances, the heavy car be- 
jing thrown from the track after pass- 
jing over the old man’s head and body. 

Scanian was probably to biame for his 
own death, as he drove his wagon in 
front of the car, falling beneath the car 
wheels as the wagon was overturned. 
For fifteen years Scanian had lived in 

nd around Phoenix, as much of a char- 
Jand in his way as Emperor Norton 
was in San Francisco. His only home 
Was an ancient wagon, attached. to 
well cared-for horses, which he drove 
around the city from daylight till dark. 
Though to a degree demented, he 
rarely spoke to any one, and was not 
‘in the least troublesome to the author- 
ities. His living came through the 
quiet charity of men who had known 
him in pow vote and from occasional 
sales of collected junk. About thirty 
years ago Scanian was one of the 
wealthiest “men in Colorado, at one 
time having in his employ Dave Mof- 
fatt, now a Denver banker and mining 
millionaire. 

Saturday night a Phoentx police offi« 
cer was accosted by a man who calmly 
told him that he had “taken enough 
poison to kill a mule.” Then the 

tranger slipped from his seat on a pile 
‘of lumber and died in a sudden con- 
vulsion. Absolutely nothing was found 
on the body to identify the man. He 
was a working man, about 40 
years old, weighing about 150 pounds, 
with light sandy mustache and with 
teeth widely separated. He used 
strychnine. 

BUSINESS MAN'S TROUBLES. 

J. W. Owney, lately a business man 
in Prescott, has been having much 
tribulation in Phoenix over the collec- 
ition of a debt supposed to be owed by 
him to Stetson, Preston & Co., of Los 
Angeles.

OUGHT IN A 
PRISON CELL. 


OFFICIALS OF BROKEN BANK 
HAD FIERCE ENCOUNTER. 


_Deputy Sheriff Killed by Mexicans. — 
“Large Reward Offered for Capture 
of Alvord and Stiles—Portion of 
Bisbee Claimed by Miners. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
TUCSON (Ariz.) Feb. 16—R. Allyn 
Lewis, vice-president of the suspended 
International Bank of Nogales, was 
ted a few days ago at El Paso, 
and taken to Nogales. He has trans- 
fetred $14,000 in securities to Receiver 
Herrera and has given bond in the 
sum of $13,000. President Dessart has 
been released on the same bond. Sev- 
eral of the other officers are still held 
in jail. Lewis has come to Tucson to 
confer with his lawyer, W. H. Barnes. 
He is particularly charged with hav- 
ing, as manager of the French-Amer- 
ican Trust Company, borrowed $40,000 
from the International Bank upon 
straw security. A few days ago L. F. 
Swain, cashier of the _ International 
Bank, and L. H. Rhuart, who was 
Lewis's representative in the bank, 
had a personal encounter in their ce!l 
in the Nogales jail. The men had quar- 
reled over the responsibility. Swain 
nearly strangled his adversary before 
his hold was torn loose by President 
Dessart, who had acted only as a spec- 
tator. 

Saturday John Kirkham was buried 
and killed under dirt In an ore chute 
in a mining claim within a_ stone's 
throw of the ljbrary building in Bis- 
bee. It took twenty hours to release 
the body. 

DEPUTY SHERIFF SLAIN. 

Deputy Sheriff’ Wight was killed a 
few days ugo at Black Diamond by a 
party of drunken Mexicans, whom he 
was attempting to suppress. <Ap- 
proaching them he fired a shotgun in 
the air, but a return shot etruck him 
above the knee, cutting the femoral 
artery and causing death through loss 


of blood. 

". C. Greene has offered a reward 
of $10,000 for the capture of the out- 
laws Burt Alvord and Billy Stiles, and 
will pay it whether they are taken 
dead or alive. The Mexican govern- 
ment has authorized the entrance of 
any American officers into Sonora for 
the purpose of hunting down the men. 

Bisbee is considering a serious mat- 
ter in the appropriation of a large 
part of its most thickly-settled por- 
tion as mining claims. by Martin 
O'Hare and Christopher Radovich. 
The owners of the two claims have 
stated that they will appfy for min- 
eral patents, with the intention of 
forcing the occupants to either pay 
ground rent or vacate. 

TOWNS FAVOR PROHIBITION. 

The towns of Thatcher, Central, 

Pima, Curtis and Hubbard, a!l Mor- 
mon hamlets along the Upper Gila 
River, in Graham county, have de- 
cided for prohibition. In Pima only 
one vote was cast against cloting up 
the saloons. Oddly enough, Pima, a 
few years ago, attained notorfety as 
a precinct that cast on one vote 
against M. A. Smith, De atic can- 
didate for Delegate to Congress. It 
has been stated, on excellent authority, 
that Smith is not a prohibitionist. At 
Safford the prohibitionists lost by 
seventeen votes. The people of Safford 
are hoping to secure the county seat, 
and appreciate that this would be tm- | 
possible were there no thirst eradicat- 
ors within easy reach of the Court- 
house. 

The Mayor and City Council of Tuc- 
son have ordered all tents and shacks 
removed from vacant ground north of 
the city, which have become well set- 
tled by consumptives. In this the 
Mayor appears to have run counter to 
the local Chamber of Commerce, which 
has been advertising extensively in 
the hope of bringing health seekers to 
Tucson.

DEAD CHINAMAN. 


Body of Jin Chee F Pound in His Bunk 
in Chinatown—Death Due to 
Natural Causes. 


The putrid body of a dead Chinaman 
was found yesterday morning in the 
loft of a squalid tenement at the rear 
of No. 763 Juan street, Chinatown. 
There is a little harness shop in front 
in which several white men are em- 
ployed. As early as last Friday they 
began to be annoyed by a sic':ening 
odor which they attributed to dead cats 
or rats, but no carcasses of felines or 
rodents could be found around the 
premiges. 

Yesterday morning the smell was so 
pronounced that G. W. Norval traced it 
to its source, and found that it ema- 
nated from the loft where Jin Chee, a 
Chinese chair-mender, had his bunk. 
Norval ascended the ladder leading to 
the loft, and found the remains of Jin 
Chee lying on his bed. The body was 
badly decomposed, and the smell was 
so overpowering that the Coroner could 
not make a very careful examination of 
the corpse in order to ascertain the 
cause of death. It is pretty certain, 
however, that the Chinaman died from 
natural causes. He had not been seen 
around his usual haunts for about two 
weeks, and the supposition ig that he 
was sick and crawled into his bunk and 
died. 


Jin Chee was 4 years old, and had 
been a resident of Los Angeles the 
greater part of his life.
